He is not with the other 
side. !ge does not make mistakes on purpose but he do9s make mistakes, some from 
too-great a trust in his imagination, some from inadequate knowledge end back- 
ground. Please be careful. He has gradually wound himself up into a thing on me. 

I know why and am not troubling him, which would accomplish nothing constructive.

That he keeps taking ab~ut bullets heving hit the sign makes me wonder, 
for there is no evidence and never was any good reason to believe than a single 
one did.
